ASSSC files suit to contest refusal 
recognize homosexual freedom society 


to

A test law suit has been filed by the 
ASSSC against Sacramento State College 
because the college denied recognition 
to the Society for Homosexual Freedom 
(SHF) as a campus organization. 


According to Steve Whitmore, student 
body president, one of the grounds for 
bringing the suit is that in denying recog- 
nition to the SHF, the college violated 
first and fourth amendment rights of the 
club. 


‘“As far as I know this is the first time 
in the history of Sacramento State that a 


campus organization has been denied 
recognition by the college. The apparent 
reason this was denied recognition was 
because the college is in disagreement 
with the point of view espoused by the 
organization,’’ Whitmore said. 


One reason that the club was denied 
recognition is that homosexuality is a 
crime, However, Whitmore said that 
homosexuality is not illegal, though cer- 
tain specific sexual acts are. 


The ASSSC, a non-profit corporate en- 
tity, sets up the criteria by which an 
organization can be recognized. The SHF 
met the criteria wo ve recognized as a cam- 


Death claims Rev. Cowan, 
Financial Aids counselor 


Rev. Donald Martin Cowan, counselor 
at the Sacramento State Student Financial 
Aid Center and champion of the disad- 
vantaged, died Friday night at American 
River Hospital as the result of a heart 
attack. 

His loss will be deeply felt at the 
college considering the time and effort 
spent by the former Fremont Presby- 
terian Church minister on projects such 
as the Washington Neighborhood Center 
and the Educational Opportunity P rogram. 

The Rev. Cowan was credited with 
doing the groundwork necessary in the 
financial aid department report to Wash- 
ington concerning the lack of available 
funds. The center which currently oper- 
ates on a budget of $559,000 may, as a 
result of Cowan’s effort, receive funds 
totaling $1,750,000 next year. This money 
would be channeled into four major pro- 
grams: the College Work Study, Economic 
Opportunity Grant, the Nationa) Defense 
Student Loan and the Nursing Loans and 
Grants. 

Known as ‘‘E] Reverendo’’ in Spanish- 
speaking neighborhoods in Sacramento and 
the bay area, Cowan was noted for his 
work with the college’s EOP house. The 
heart attack he suffered came while ser- 
ving as host for an EOP dance given last 
week. 

A native of Portland, Oregon, Cowan 
served in the Marine Corps during World 
War II and the Korean war. He wasa 
champion boxer in the Marines. Agradu- 
ate of Oregon State University, Cowan 
went into business for several years 
before entering the San Francisco Theo- 
logical Seminary at the age of 36, After 
graduation in 1963 he was assigned to 
Fremont Church and then later to an 
Episcopal church project in San Fran- 
cisco. Cowan also devoted some time 
to the South Side Poverty Council as a 
program liaison officer. 

Other projects in which Rev. Cowan 
was the chief instigator were an Urban 
Courts Program and an initial proposal 


for bringing CYA inmates to the college 
for classroom work. 

Funeral services will be held at 
11 a.m, Tuesday in the First Unitarian 
Church, 2425 Sierra Boulevard. His 
family asks that memorials be donated 
to the EOP House at Sacramento State 


College. 
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pus organization and was approved for 
official recognition by the Student Senate. 


According to Whitmore, as things stand 
currently, the club cannot meet on campus, 
The club feels this is a denia! ofthe free- 
dom of assembly. The club is alsodenied 
its freedom of speech in that it cannot 
speak about its problems or do any of the 
other things recognized campus bodies can 
do, 


In a letter to J.E, Andre, associate 
professor of psychology, Dr, Otto Butz 
said that he felt administrative approval 
of the SHF might further weaken public 
confidence in higher education. He felt 
that such approval might also weaken 
public support for higher education. 


Butz, acting president of SSC, also 
fel) that recognition of the SHF “‘might 
conceivably seem to endorse or pro- 
mote ‘‘homosexual behavior’’ and that 
homosexual behavior is prosecutable as 
a felony. He felt that other recognized 
campus organizations do not en- 
dorse prosecutable felonies, 


According to Dr, Martin Rogers, assis- 
tant professor of psychology and faculty 
representative to the SHF, this is a test 
suit to contest the decision against recog- 
nition 


Rogers felt that this law suit is sig- 
nificant in terms of what homosexuals 
do. In the past homosexuals would not 
bring the issue of denial of recognition 
out in the open because of pressures that 
would be brought to bear on them by 
family, society, co-workers, etc, Now 
they feel it is time to bring it out in the 
open. 


John Poswell, former SSC student body 
president and a recent graduate of the 
Herkeley Law School, is the attorney of 
record for the ASSSC and the lawyer who 
filed the suit. 


A test lawsuit has also been filed 
against San Jose State College. 


At San Jose the student government 
had approved for recognition an organi- 
zation similar to the SHF which was denied 
recognition by the administration. Before 
pursuing their suit further, San Jose is 
waiting the outcome of the ASSSC suit, 


A similar course of action may be 
followed by San Diego State as that campus 
has approved a homophile organization 
pending administrative approval. 


The organization at San Jose has rep- 
resentation at all campus meetings. Like 
the SHF at SSC, they cannot meet as 
a recognized group on campus and re- 
ceive no financial support.

ASSSC officer stipend 


is ‘‘must pass’ issue 
on referendum ballot 


On the ballot Wednesday and Thursday is the question of whether 
the student body officers elected by the student body at large shall 
receive financial compensation not to exceed the cost of fees, books 
and living expenses. 

This scholarship, if awarded the president, vice-president and 
senate chairman, would enable these student representatives to devote 
their full time and energies to the important job at hand. Ve feel it is 
virtually impossible to work at outside employment while performing 
the demanding tasks of these important positions. 

The Hornet would like to see the job of Associated Students of 
Sacramento State College president, vice-president and senate chair- 
man open to all students of the college. If the scholarships are not 
approved, only the well-heeled will be able to run for office and 
represent the students of our college effectively. The stipend will 
give financially poor, but intellectually rich students an opportunity 
to channel their skills into effective political action. Unless some re- 
muneration is made, the poor student simply cannot afford to run for 
these elective offices. 

The ASSSC president is expected to maintain a schedule that would 
rival a full-time executive’s calendar. In addition to standing meetings 
such as the student senate, Board of Fiscal Matters, academic senate 
and the college president/executive cabinet, the ASSSC president 
attends the board of trustees’ meetings in Los Angeles three days each 
month and spends weekends fulfilling social obligations such as foreign 
student retreats, visits with EOP parents and conferences with attorneys 
concerning ASSSC law suits — all this while carrying a full academic 
load, 

It is because of these pressing responsibilities that Steve Whitmore, 
this year’s ASSSC president, has received nine units of incomplete. 
These will have to be made up before he graduates. We feel it is one 
thing to ask a student leader to be dedicated and yet another to ask 
him to commit academic suicide by having to work at an outside occu- 
pation while attending meetings, making protocol appearances, keeping 
office hours and attending classes. 

We, the students of SSC, descrve to be represented by the very 
best among us. To vote against the scholarship for elected officers 
is to limit the effectiveness of student government. We do not deserve 
to be shortchanged. Vote for the scholarship.

Last day for a class drop 


Friday, April 10 is the last 
day to drop courses without a 
grade. Courses dropped on or 
before this date will be com- 
pletely removed from the stu- 
dents’ records. Courses dropped 
after this date, other than com- 
plete withdrawal from college, 
will be subject to academic grades 
and administrative fees. 

It should be noted that mere 
discontinuance from attending 
classes is not considered an of- 
ficial drop and will result in Tech- 
nical Failure (TF) grades. The

Editor, The Hornet: 

I would be delighted to foster 
an image of the college teacher 
as a lascivious lecher who pan- 
ders his grades for services ren- 
dered. But, alas, it should come 
as a relief to worried women 
students to learn that, in fact, ! 
and most male instructors I know 
are more nearly like Alex Port- 
noy than Don Juan. There are, 
I am sure, healthy male teachers 
who never had or have completely 
eliminated their hang-ups about 
female students, but most of us 
have our taboos ground in from an 
early time, and it is only with 
difficulty and the help of liberated 
women that we reach some 
desirable balance, if ever. 

It is both natural and stimu- 
lating for male teachers to be 
attracted to female students and 
hopefully the reverse is true also. 
I have found it increasingly 
desirable to try to get to know 
my students better both inside 
and outside of class. The prob- 
lem is one of fairness. No stu- 
dent should feel that it is necessary 
for him to meet his instructor 
informally, and no student should 
have to suffer real or imagined 
fears that others in the class are 
gaining an advantage because the 
instructor has moet them socially. 
1 would react negatively to any 
effort by a student to exploit sex 
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in exchange for a grade. Cer- 
tainly the seeking of such a rela- 
tionship by me or any instructor 
ought to be considered a flagrant 
violation of professional ethics. 
In over ten years of teaching, 
I have no knowledge of a case 
where this has happened in the 


deliberate way suggested by 
several Women’s Liberation 
writers. It seems much more 


likely that, male flesh being weak, 
instructors have succumbed to the 
blandishments of aggressive 
female students who, in turn, have 
cried ‘foul’ when their favors 
were not properly rewarded, 

I have not yet faced the actuality 
that a woman student with whom 
I have or have had a non-class 
relationship becomes my class- 
room student. It would probably 
mean the strain of deliberately 
showing no favoritism and a mora- 
torium on a current affair, but 
that is easier said than done, 

The saving grace, or rationali- 
zation, is that I prefer to have any 
such association only with those 
intelligent, mature, discrete 
women students who would be 
sensitive to our differing ‘‘on cam- 
pus’’ roles, I think that the 
campus and public mores in Sac- 
ramento give few if any obstacles 
to such attachments, | recognize, 
however, that we are still light- 
years away from according the 
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same right to the women instruc- 
tor to have equal freedom with her 
male students. I urge the male 
faculty and administrators to lead 
the way in eliminating that double 
standard.

Mismanaged 
monopoly? 


Editor, the Hornet: 

I would like to voice my ob- 
jection to some statements made 
in your editorial of March 17 about 
the Hornet Foundation operation, 
and to clarify some of the allega- 
tions made by the Boycott 
Committee. 

You stated that the Boycott 
Committee labeled the problem in 
the cafeteria as a ‘‘mismanaged 
monopoly,” which ! consider 
highly unjustified and unsubstan- 
tiated if the committee is referring 
to the present operation, Our 
financial statement for the six 
months ended December 31, 1969 
has shown for the first time in 
three years that the food service 
has operated without the financial 
losses that occured during the pre- 
vious administration. 

The editorial further stated that

the loss sustained in the 1968- 
"> 1969 fiscal year is partly the reason 
. for the high level prices. Atthough 
this might be one of the reasons 
° for not lowering our prices at 
this time, the Hornet Foundation 
. is definitely not recouping that 
loss through a raise in prices. 
Despite the fact that food prices 
» are climbing steadily, our retail 
prices have not been increased 
since September 1968, with the 
exception of a 10 percent board 
rate increase for residence hall 
students. That action was taken 
prior to my assuming the position 
of director of the Foundation in 
April 1969 by former President 
-* Johns, Servomation, and the acting 
v director, without any apparent 
approval by the Board of Directors. 
After my arrival, the Board of 
Directors and I decided to ter- 
c minate the management contract 
7 with Servomation and operate the 
hae food service ourselves, with the 
4 intention of analyzing all prices in 
July 1970, after one full year of 
operation under the new manage- 

» ment. 

The Board of Directors should 
and will establish the amount of 
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retained earnings necessary as 
operating capital. Any profits in 
excess of that amount should be 
returned to the campus community 
in the form of either reduced prices 
increased services, or donations to 
the college. 

Finally I would like to point 
out that at no time prior to the 
organization of the boycott were 
any requests or demands presented 
to the Board of Directors or my- 
self by the Boycott Committee.

He is the composer of ‘Prodigal 
Son,’’ recorded by the Rolling Stones on 
one of their recem albums. He is also 
in bis miadie 50’s and now makes his home 
in Memphis. He has appeared at both the 
Newport and Chicago folk festivals and, of

makers sneaked into the theatre 
ower the roofs and staged the last 
production of the play ever in this 
country, while the IRS men hovered 
outside, The BRIG takes place 
entirely in a Marine stockade and 
examines the psychology of the 
military, the violent, the sub- 
missive, and the American, The 
Living Theatre was at one time a 
major creative force in our 
theatre, even if they now have 
become posturing, self-destruct- 
ing naifs, The ensemble perfor- 
mance of The Brig was hailed 
as their greatest achievement. 
Mekas is acting here mainly as a 
recorder, but he has done a re- 
markable job considering the 
Hmitations set upon him by the 
government agents ouiside and his 
own creative rules.

Assemblyman Victor V. Veysey 
(R-Riverside and Imperia! Coun- 
ties), chairman of the Assembly 
Education Committee, commended 
President Richard M. Nixon, 
March 26, for clarifying an area 
fraught with emotional eniangle- 
ments in his statement on school 
desegregation, Veysey said he 
concurred with the President’s 
stand for quality education for all 
students and especially the Presi- 
dent’s emphasis on spending the 
taxpayers dollars for ‘‘good teach- 
ers, books and materials rather 
than on buses, tires and fuel.’’ 

Veysey indicated that this re- 
flects current thinking on the prob- 
lem by @ majority of the Assembly 
Education Committee which he 
chairs. Reiterating his earlier 
statement on the educational in- 
appropriateness of the Los Angeles 
decision on forced busing, Veysey 
stressed the point that increased 
educational quality will not come 
from busing but rather from 
stronger accountability and in- 
creased resources spent on edu- 


cation. 

‘The President,’’ Veysee,said, 
‘has given official sanction to the 
realistic view that schools cannot 
be the sole instrument towards 
providing an integrated society.” 
Our emphasis must be on balance, 
constitutionality, community 
schools and strong local board 
decisions toward providing quality 
education for all students. 

Veysey roleased the telegram 
he had sent to President Nixon 
and stated that the Assembly Edu- 
cation Committee would formally 
respond to the President’s request 
for further suggestions for educa- 
tional improvement, He noted that 
present committee projects in the 
area of accountability and evalua- 
tion along with specific programs 
to provide higher quality educa- 
tion would be sent to the President 
for his consideration.

Area on June 16 and return on 
August 30, After five weeks of 
resident study, they wil! travel 
through Europe on their own, Total 
cost of the program is $725.

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A lawsuit to stop the census in 
a Federal District Court in San 
Francisco was requested by Lor- 
enzo Patino, president of the Sac- 
ramento Concilio, Inc. and student 
of Sacramento State College. 

At the Friday evening meeting 
on March 13, which included sev- 
eral Mexican-American leaders 
and local census officials, Patino 
urged that Sacramento's Spanish 
speaking organizations become in- 
volved in the census by joining the 
Mexican-American Political As- 
sociation (MAPA)and the GI Forum 
in supporting the lawsuit. 

The lawsuit contends that Span- 
ish-speaking people will not be 
accurately enumerated under the 
present census procedures, Local 
Mexican-American leaders from 
the Sacramento and Roseville 
MAPA chapters and represen- 
tatives from the Chicano Organi- 
zations for Political Awareness 
(COPA) felt that Mexican-Ameri- 
cans in Sacramento and Placer 
counties were in the same situa- 
tion as the people inSan Francisco, 

The Mexican-American groups 
obiecied to the 1970 Census which 
was mailed on March 28 on the 
grounds that the census would not 
be completed and accurate since it 
would almost certainly undercount 
Mexican-Americans, They stated 
that this happened to the blacks by 
10%, or some two million people, 

They were informed by Dick 
Powell, field supervisor for the 
Sacramento Metropolitan area, 
that there are no Spanish-speaking 
people in the management areas 
of the census here in Sacramento, 
Also, Laura Kvick, who is in 
charge of an eleven county area 
in northern California which in- 
includes Placer county and part 
of southern Sacramento county, 
told the group that she had not 
hired any Spanish surnam or 
Spanish-speaking census takers 
for her area. 

The local leaders were pro- 
mised that efforts would be made 
o hire bi-lingual, bi -cultured per- 
sons to work as crew chiefs and 
enumerators in the Sacramento 
and Placer counties and that the 
hiring of enumwrators in the Sac- 
ramento area would correspond to 
the 20% of the population that 
Mexican-Americans make up in 
Sacramento, However, the local 
leaders were not satisfied with the 
other questions that they felt were 
left unanswered, 

At a later meeting, Patino pre- 
sented his proposal on the lawsuit 
to the 19 Spanish-speaking organi - 
zations, He stated that although 
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’ Chicanos level suit

-, aimed at 1970 census 


the local census officials seemed 
receptive to their requests for the 
hiring of more Spanish-speaking 
census workers, the issues for the 
Mexican-American community in- 
volving much more than hiring. 

The hiring requests were made 
by the Mexican-American organi- 
zations in San Francisco, led by 
Miguel! Rodriguez of the Mexican- 
American Political Association 
(MAPA), The requests included 
demands that a large number of 
census forms be printed in Span- 
ish for use in California and the 
Southwest and that federal com- 
puters, which are used to conso- 
lidate census information, be 
adjusted to show how many Amer- 
icans of Mexican descent there are 
in the nation. 

Patino, who felt that the 19 
Spanish - speaking organizations 
should join the other groups which 
are adding their names to the 
San Francisco lawsuit, said that 
the issue of the census was 4 
crucial one, 

Patino also extended an invita- 
tion to any Mexican-American who 
might be interested in the issue of 
the census to attend T ue sday meet- 
ings whether or not they were 
members of one of the 19 organ- 
izations. Also, said Patino, any 
persons who are bi-lingual and 
are interested in working are urged 
to contact the Sacramento oncilio, 
at 444-6314. For more inform-
